THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


From a-Recent Address :by th? Chief 
Iexecutive of the State of 
Indiana. 


Speaking recently Governor J.Frank 
Hanly, of Indiana, says: 


Personally, I have seen so much of 
the evils of ‘the liquor traffic in the 
last. four years, so much of its econ- 
omic waste, so much of its physicial 
ruin, so much of its mental blight,so 
much of its tears and heartache, that 
I have come to regard the business 
as one that must be held and con- 
trolled by strong and effective laws. 


I bear no malice toward those en- 
gaged in the business, but I hate the 
traffic. 


IT hate its every phase, 
I hate it for its intolerance. 
I hate it for its arrogance. 

I hate it for its hypocrisy. 

I hate it for its cant and craft and 
false pretense.
